ing, though uiuyonnaise Is to be used 
cii the salad proper. 

If a tomato skins easily do not put 
it in hot water. With some varieties 
this will be possible, especially If the 
tomato be very cold and a sharp knife 
Is U!-ed The usual custom Is to pour 
boiling water over the tomatoes, let 
slund a half minute, then peel with 
iihint sUvar ftalla aad pat at aaaa on 

the ice. 

Toiuaioes iiik<> ilio flavor of their 
dresKlng f.o niurh better when sliced 
that mimy salads are prepared in scc- 
tloiiiJ, lut in leiiKtliwIse pieces, four or 
Fix to a tom.ito, according to size.

Cold spaghetti cut Into small pieces 
and drptsed with a highly spiced to- 
mato sauce looks pretty and tastes 
good in \ tomato cup, or the paste can 
be dressed with cream aauca and 
mixed with gralaA VMMMB SBd 
chopped pimoias. 

Shrimps and shredded green pep- 
peia make an artlHtic filling, or green 
peppers and shredded celery. Equal- 
ly efTettive are asparagus tips and 
tiny pearl onions.

Few hoaaawlrea have the least idea 
what a little cara of the outdoor house 
paint, such as window sashea, front 
door and even railings, will do to pre- 
serve Its beauty and length of life. 
The simplcBi plan is to wash this 
paint at Intervals wtih tepid water to 
which a little parafln has been added, 
with a soft rag. Then to apply a 
really good, preferably home-made 
furniture polish, and rub off In the 
usual way. This quite prevents blls- 
terine Paint that Is far gone could 
Ne wBslied In oxalic arid and water, 
hut this is a strenuous remedy and 
only suitable when a repainting Is to 
bo the next move.

Below we publish three sections 
covering the essential features of the 
new law providing for street and 
sewer construction in towns and 
cities. TMe a tsti great rsttef oa a 
most importsBt matter, as moat of 
our smaller cities could never pro- 
vide and maiataia such necessities 
from their revenues. Kven if bond 
issues could be voted (a hard thing 
to do) the amount so available un- 
der the provisions of the old law 
was entirely inadequate. This is a 
needed and proper solutloa of tha 
matter, and will afford mesas of 
developing every city in tbe state. 
For many years this has been the 
law governing the larger Kentucky 
cities, only, while in all tbe north- 
ern, eastern and western states, al- 
most, the law for a loag while has 
beea similar to oar aew lav: 

Section i. The City Coaacil is 
hereby auihori2ed and empowered 
to order any work they may deem 
necessary to be doae Bpoa tha side- 
walks, curbing, sewer, streets, 
avenues, highways, and public 
places of such city. The expenses 
incurred in making and repairing 
sidewalks and carblug shall be paid 
by the owners of the lands, fruniiuj; 
and abutting thereon, c:t< h lot or 
portion uf lot being separately 
assessed fur the full value thereof, 
ia proportioa to the frontage there- 
of to the eatire leagth of the whole 
iinprovciuea^ aot exceeding a 
sipiare, sulficieat to cover tbe total 
cxpcu:ie ot tbe work; but tbe owaers 
of such property shall have the 
right to make such improve BWBts, 
if they prefer duiqg so, lastead ot 
paytag for the saaw. Tbe cost aod 
expeases iacnrred in constructing or 
re-constructing streets, avenues, 
highwajs, sewers and pablic places 
shall be paid oat of a geaeral ^uud 
of the City or by the owners 
of the land froating and 
abntung thereoa, as tbe City 
Cooncil may ia each case determine, 
or the t^ty Council may order and 
direct that two tbirda only of said 
cost and espcases so iacarred shall 
be paid by tbe osraers of the lamis 
fronting and abutdng said improve 
menis and tbe other one- third paid 
by the city; bat tbe local assess 
liieo'.i ii^all — not — aMfadL-^ 
perif-n i'li of' the vahieef tSe 
grounii after such improvement 
made excluding the value of tbe 
buildings and other improveioents 
upon the property soiaupruead. 

The cost of constructing or re- 
constructing the intersection or 
crossing of streets, aveaaee aad 
highways shaii be at the opsaee of 
the city. 

Each subdivision or territory 
bounded on all sides by principal 
streets shall be deemed a sijuare. 
Whea the t erri to r y •oaiiguons to 
any public way is not defined into 
squares on either or both sides by 
principal streets, the eriiaBace pro- 
viding fof the improvement for 
such public ways shall be the depth 
OB the aide or sides aot defined 
in the square fronting said 
improvement, to be assessed for the 
cost of makiag the same, accord- 
ing to the number of square feet 
owned by the parties, respectively, 
within the deptli SM eat hf or 
dinknce. 

beclion a. Whenever the City 
CoehcU shal detemiae upon the 
constrnctioB or reconstruction of 
streets, avenues, highways, sewers 
and public places at the e^pe^se 
or partial expense of the abntling 
property, as provided in aectioB oae 
of this Act they shall caass tbe 
same to be done as follows: 

Tbe ordering of such improve- 
ment shall be by ordinance of the 
City Council, and the coatract 
therefore shall be awarded to the 
lowest and best bidder after proper 
sdvertisemeat for bids. The City 
Coaacil shall ' require the accepted 
bidder to execute a bond to the 
city with good and sufficient 
seearity to be approved by said 
Council for the faithfal perfensance 
of his coatract. 

Sectioa j. The origiaal con- 
struction or rec<>nstruction of any 
streets, avt lines, highwjvs, alley*:, 
sewcys and public placii ni.iy 
be made at the exclusive i.(>^t 
of the owners of the lou 
sod Darts of lots or laads 
fronting, or abutting, or bordering
